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ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE AMERICAN BAPTIST HOME MISSION SOCIETY, PASSED 
APRIL 12, 1843, AND AMENDED FEBRUARY 9, 1849. 


_ The People of the State of New York, represented i in Senate and Assembl Y, do 
enact as follows : 


§ 1. All such persons as now are, or may hereafier become members of the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society, formed in the City of New York, in the year one thousand eight hundred and thirty-two, 
shall be, and hereby are constituted a body corporate, by the name of the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society, for the purpose of promoting the preaching of the Gospel in North America. 

§ 2. This corporation shall be capable of taking, holding, or receiving any property, real or personal, by 
virtue of any devise or bequest contained in any last will or testament of any person whomsoever, the 
clear annual income of which devise or bequest shall not exceed the sum of ten thousand dollars ; Pro- 
vided, no person leaving a wife, or child, or parent, shall devise or bequeath said Corporation more than 
one-fourth of his or her estate, after the payment of his or her debts ; and such devise or bequest shall 


be valid to the extent of such one-fourth, and no such devise or bequest shall be valid in any will which 


shall not have been made and executed at least two months before the death of the testator ; and provided 
that no verbal mistake in the name of the said Cerporation shall invalidate any gift, grant, devise, or 
legacy intended for it. The net income of said Society, arising from their real estate, shall not exceed 
the sum of ten thousand dollars annually. 

§ 8. This Corporation shall possess the general powers, and be subjected to the provisions contained in 


title third of chapter eighteen of the first part of the Revised Statutes, so faras the same are applicable 
and have not been repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately. 
§ 5. The Legislature may at any time modify or repeal this Act. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


NAME. 
I.—This Society shall be called the Ammrican Barrist Home Mission Society. 


OBJECT. 
II.—The object of this Society shall be to promote the preaching of the Gospel in North America. 


| MEMBERSHIP. 

Ill.—The Society shall be composed of Annual Delegates, Life Members, and Life Directors. Any 
Baptist Church, in union with the denomination, may appoint a delegate for an annual contribution of ten 
dollars, and an additional delegate for each additional thirty dollars. Thirty dollars shall be requisite 
to constitute a Member for Life, and one hundred dollars, paid at one time, or a sum which, in addition to 
any previous contribution, shall amount to one hundred dollars, shall be requisite to constitute a Director 
for Life. 


OFFICERS. 


IV.—The officers of the Society shall be a President, two Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, two Auditors, 
Secretaries of Correspondence and a Recording Secretary, whom the Society shall annually elect by 
ballot. 


MANAGERS AND EXECUTIVE BOARD. 


V.—The Officers and Life Directors shall meet immediately after the Annual Meeting of the Society, and 
elect fifteen Managers, residing in the City of New York, or its vicinity, who together with the Treasurer, 
Auditors, and the Secretaries, shall constitute an Executive Board to conduct the business of the Society ; 
and shall respectively continue to discharge their official duties until superseded by a new election. Seven 
members of the Board shall be a quorum for the transaction of business. — 


POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE EXECUTIVE BOARD. 

VI.—The Executive Board, shall have power to appoint its own meetings; elect its own Chair- 
man and Recording Secretary ; enact its own By-Laws and Rules of Order, provided always, that they 
be not inconsistent with this Constitution ; fill any vacancies which may oceur in their own body, or 
in the offices of the Society during the year ; and, if deemed necessary by two-thirds of the members 
_ present at a regular meeting, convene special meetings of the Society. They shall establish such Agencies 

_ as the interests of the Society may require ; appoint Agents and Missionaries ; fix their compensation ; 
direct and instruct them concerning their particular fields and labors; make all appropriations to 
be paid out of the treagury ; and present to the Society, at each annual meeting, a full report of 
their proceedings during the current year. _ 


DESIGNATED FUNDS. 


VII.—All moneys or other property contributed and designated for any particular stiastedacty field or 
purpose, shall be so appropriated, or returned to the donors, or their lawful agents. 


TREASURER. 
VIl.—The Treasurer shall give bonds to such amount as the Executive Board shall think proper. 


ELIGIBILITY TO APPOINTMENT. 


IX.—All the Officers, Managers, Missionaries, and Agents of the Society, shall be members in good 
standing in regular Baptist Churches. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 
X.—The Society shall meet annually at such time and place as the Executive Board shall appoint. 


ALTERATIONS OF THE CONSTITUTION. 


XI.—No alteration of this Constitution shall be made without an affirmative vote of two-thirds of the 
members present at an annual meeting; nor unless the same shall have been proposed in writing, and 
the proposition sustained by a majority vote, at a previous annual meeting, or recommended by the 
Board.

The American Baptist Home Mission Society met in the meeting- 
house of the Calvary Baptist Church, New York City, at half 
past ten o’clock, A. M., May 13, 1859.

OF THE EXECUTIVE BOARD OF THE AMERICAN BAPTIST HOME 
MISSION SOCIETY, MAY 14, 1859. 


ANNUAL REPORT. 
In presenting our Annual Report, we would first speak 
of God, in whose cause we have labored during the past 
year ; of His forbearance with us, notwithstanding our ill 
deserts ; of His condescension in using us for the promo- 
tion of His purpose of mercy to mankind; and of His 
saving grace to souls who have heard the Gospel pro- 
claimed by this Society, through our humble agency. To 
His name be all the praise for this grace, and for its good 
fruits. 
In the last report of the Board, the commencement of a 
work of grace, widely extended among our stations, was 
mentioned, and we are happy to state that -the reports of 
missionaries show its continuance up to the close of the 
past missionary year. They yet speak of goodness and 
mercy from on high; of the gracious influences of the 
Holy Spirit in the regeneration of souls ; of obedience to 
the faith by numbers of the people, and of the gathering 
of numerous Churches. A spiritual and moral culture 
has been extended over the vast prairies of the West, and 
beside its far-reaching water-courses, that has mellowed 
the hard-bound fallows of many a stubborn heart, and 
made fruitful in truth and righteousness many a barren 
mind. The same true and faithful One who called the 
Society into existence, and guided its progress in the 
period of youth and inexperience, has directed its maturer 
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energies during the past year. He has blessed it, and’ 

made it a blessing to our fellow-man. “The evidence of 

this has cheered us as trials have thickened in our path- 

way, and as fellow-laborers in the Master’s vineyard have 

successively departed to their rest. | | 
‘DEATHS. 

The Board have passed through the year without ex- 
periencing the sorrows of bereavement in their official — 
circle, but they have noticed with solemn interest, the 
decease of members and Directors of the Society in various — 
parts of the land. Included in the number are seven 
ministers of the Gospel. We have sorrowfully enrolled 
all their names in the list of the deceased. 

DIRECTORS AND MEMBERS FOR LIFE. 

Thirty-one persons have been constituted Directors for 
life, of whom eleven had been previously members. 
Three Directors have died. The present number is six 
hundred and forty-four. Three hundred and sixty-one 
persons were constituted members for life, and twenty- 
four have died, leaving the present number, five thousand — 
two hundred and five ; and the total number of both 
classes, five thousand dah hundred and forty-eight. 

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 

It is a cause of gratification to the Board that, instead 
of reporting a diminished amount of donations and lega- 
cies from that of the previous year, as they have done on 
several former anniversaries of the Society, they can now 
announce an increase. The financial condition of the So- 


ciety on the 31st of March was as follows :

Of the above amount of receipts, $7,188 12 was in legacies. 
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The policy of selecting stations for patronage which 
seem most immediately important, and where efficient 
Churches can soonest be established, has been maintained 
as far as practicable the past year: but an impartial re- 


gard to the general interests of all the sections where aid 


was expected from the Society, and the fact that the 
treasury was insufficiently supplied with funds, prevented 
its application to many places of importance. So far asit 
has been applied, the results have been sufficiently en- 
couraging to warrant its continuance and extension to. 
other places, as fast as the replenishments of the treasury 
will admit. 
_ DISTRIBUTION OF MISSIONARIES. 

The distribution of missionaries was as follows: Six 

labored in the Province of Canada. They occupied twelve 


stations connected with the Grand: Ligne Mission, and 


were successful in diffusing light amidst the surrounding 
darkness of Romanism. Eleven persons professed faith 


‘in Christ, and were baptized. Many others abandoned 


the Romish religion, and became regular attendants upon 
the ministry of the missionaries. The spirit of free relig- — 
lous inquiry is evidently spreading extensively in the 
Province. An excellent religious paper is published by 
one of the missionaries, which is doing good service 


among the people, including mary educated and influen- 


tial young men. 


One German missionary, heretofore sustained in the 
city of New York, retained his connection with the Socie- 
ty only three months of the year, at which time the sta- 
tion under his care had reached a point of great prosper- 
ity. Lots had been purchased, and the building of a new 
church edifice, much larger than that previously occupied, 
had been commenced, and was progressing rapidly toward 
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completion ; a happy state of religious feeling existed 
among them ; nineteen persons had been baptized ; Sab- 
bath Schools and places of worship had been established 
as out-stations, and the religious influence of the Church 
had become extended in several directions among on 
German population 1 in the city and vicinity. | 

One missionary was sustained in the western part of 
Pennsylvania. The station was comparatively new, but 
he successfully labored in it, having baptized six persons, 
and gathered a considerable congregation. | 

One German missionary labored in Delaware three 
months when he retired from the field, and was subse- 
quently succeeded by another, under whose pastoral care | 
the Church became much united. Two persons were 
baptized. 

In Ohio we had four missionaries ; two of whale report- 
ed revivals in their Churches. The Church under the 
care of one of them, in a prominent city, has determined © 
to dispense with further aid from our treasury. Baptism 
was administered to fourty-four persons at different sta- 
tions, at one of which a revival was enjoyed. 

Six missionaries occupied sixteen stations in Michigan. 
They baptized thirty-one persons, several of them the 
fruit of a revival, and organized four Churches. One 
church edifice was completed, and another commenced, 
and two of the Churches decided to ask no further aid 
in supporting their ministers. | 

In Indiana there were six. missionaries who supplied 
twenty-seven stations, at three of which revivals of relig- 
lon were enjoyed. Highty-seven persons were baptized ; 
two Churches were organized ; two cece edifices were 
completed and three commenced. 
Three missionaries labored in Ilinois—one of only 
three months, when he resigned and removed from the 
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place. The Church of another became sufficicntly strong 
to support him without further aid from us. The remain- 
ing one isa French missionary, who labored in a colony 
of his countrymen and is yet doing good. Revivals were 
reported by two of the missionaries. Fifty-four persons 
were baptized. | 

In Wisconsin there were eighteen missionaries, having | 
thirty-five stations under their care. At four of them 
revivals occurred. The baptism of fifty-two persons and 
organization of five Churches are reported. At four of 
the stations the building of church edifices was com- 
menced, and one of the Churches will not ask further aid. 

The number of missionaries in lowa was twenty. They 


supplied seventy stations, at eight of which precious revi- 


vals were enjoyed, during which two hundred and twenty- 
three persons were baptized. Twenty-one Churches were 
organized, five houses of worship were completed, another | 
was commenced, and one Church became self-sustaining. 
There were twenty-one missionaries, in Minnesota, who 


occupied sixty stations and baptized: one hundred and 


thirty-six persons, chiefly the fruit of revivals at six of 
those stations. Fifteen Churches were organized, six 
places of worship were completed, and four commenced. 
In Kansas there were four missionaries, who supplied 
fourteen stations and baptized seventeen persons. Three 
Churches were organized, and one church edifice was com- 
menced. | 
In Nebraska there were four missionaries, having 
eight stations to supply. Seven persons were baptized, 


_and two Churches organized. 


Two missionaries and six assistants labored in New 
Mexico. Nineteen baptisms are reported. One church 
edifice was completed, and the building of another pro- 
gressing. One native convert was added to the number of 
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assistant missionaries, and one who had labored some time 
as an assistant, was licensed to preach. Much open and 
violent persecution was experienced by the missionaries 
and converts from the Romanists of that Territory, which 


seems, however, to have induced special inquiry on the » 


part of many people into the doctrines of the Gospel, 
and it was hoped would lead to other desirable results. 
Only two missionaries labored in California, but they 
also enjoyed tokens of the Divine presence. They bap- 
tized thirteen persons and organized a Church. One of 


the Churches heretofore aided by the Society will sustain 


their pastor without further missionary aid. _ 

In addition to these, seven collecting agents labored all 
the year, and three others a few weeks each. They also 
report having performed a large amount of missionary 
labor, in destitute Churches and in aiding pastors ; one of 
the happy results of which was the baptism by them of 
forty-two persons. 

SUMMARY OF LABORS AND RESULTS. 


The following is a summary of labors and results at all 
the stations occupied by the missionaries during the past 
year : | | 

One hundred and sixteen missionaries, assistant mission- 
aries, and agents labored under the commission of the 
Society. Thirty-one of the number were new appoint- 
ments at various periods of the year. The number in 
commission on the 3lst of March was eighty-three. 
Twenty-two of the missionaries preached in foreign 
languages ; twenty of them were natives of foreign lands. 

The number of States and Territories occupied was six- 
teen. The number of stations and out-stations supplied 


was two hundred and sixty-nine. The aggregate amount 


of time bestowed on the field was equal to that of one 
man for eighty-five and a quarter years. 
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The missionaries report the occurrence of revivals of 
religion at twenty-six stations ; the baptism of seven hun- 
dred and sixty-four persons (of whom seventy-four were 
converted Roman Catholics and foreign Lutherans) ; the 


hopeful conversion of one hundred seventy-nine 


others; the organization of fifty-three Churches; the 
ordimation of twenty-two ministers ; the sompletion of 
fifteen church edifices ; and the scammencemant of four- 
teen others. 

The Churches aided by the Society sontributed to the | 
usual objects of Christian benevolence $3,342 97, and for — 
the support of the Gospel among themselves of $15,121 20. 

Seven Churches heretofore aided: by the Society have 
become self-sustaining.*

THE POLICY OF PRE-OCCUPYING THE FIELD. 


While our summary of labors and results for the year 
presents evidence of a degree of success in the operations 
of the Society which should excite our gratitude to God, 
it shows also, that we have fallen far short of accomplish- 
ing all that was desirable, or even necessary. The work 
of preéccupation, which is of great importance, has been 


circumscribed within comparatively narrow limits, and 


that of securing possession has but slowly advanced.

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Double the number of missionaries who were in the entire 
field, could have been advantageously distributed in the 
ten most western States and Territories occupied ; but 
such a distribution would have required a much greater 
amount of funds in our treasury, especially in the early 
part of the year, than we had a right to anticipate from 
any past experience. We preferred, therefore, to go for- 
ward in the plain, open highway of prudence, as vigorous- 
ly as the means actually at command would allow, rather 
than by anticipating more than we might realize, to halt 
orstumble in the intricate and troublesome paths of finan- 
cial embarrassment. The partial adoption, at an early 
period of our history, of the policy of preoccupation, has 
produced results which prove its true value. Its applica- 
tion to Iowa, some sixteen years ago, has placed the 
Churches of that State in a position of which the Society 
need not be ashamed. In Minnesota, where it has been 
- more fully carried out, the results are yet more satisfac- 
tory. In that State, where less than ten years ago the des- 
olateness of Indian occupancy prevailed, and white adven- 
turers upon the soil could scarcely be enumerated by hun- 
dreds, with no religious influences but those of Romanism, 
there are now sixty-one Baptist Churches, consisting of 
some two thousand members, and supplied by about forty _ 
regularly laboring ministers. We may add, asa general 
remark, that those Churches occupy the most prominent. 
_ places in the State, and those ministers are able, faithful 
men. Preliminary steps have already been taken by our 
brethren there for the execution of plans calculated to 
extend a sound educational and religious influence through- 
out the State. 

This policy should be continued there so » long as neces- 
sity requires it, and it should be extended with prompt- 
ness and vigor to all the new States and Territories of the 
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Union.” Should the necessary means be provided by the 
Society, we have no doubt the results will show the wis- . 
dom and advantage of the effort. While all the Western 

States will require more or less attention for several years 
to come, it should not be overlooked that the new ones, 
as they successively rise up, must, inevitably, be the 
most needy, and require the most prompt interposition of 
of our Christian benevolence. Thus Kansas is now ready 
for the same effort that has succeeded so well in Minnesota ; 


and Nebraska and other Territories will soon follow in the 
| THE CHARACTER OF ITS POPULATION. 


| ~The population of our western territory, now nearly as 


numerous as that of the eastern, and increasing in a great- 
er ratio, is expanding with astonishing rapidity upon the 
most distant frontiers. It is a heterogeneous mass of 
foreigners from every quarter of the globe, and of 
natives of every State, and city, and hamlet in the land. 
We might speak of the general objects which draw them 
there, and the means by which they seek to secure them, 
but a far more serious and important subject for our con- 
sideration is found in the fact that they are immortal 
beings, hurrying along in their earthly career to the ret- 


ributions of eternity, and that the tendencies of those ob- 


jects upon their hearts and minds are to shut out spiritual 
light and hope, and to stifle concern for the welfare of 
their souls. It would dishonor us as Christians to over- 
look their moral condition and spiritual perils, or to neg- 
lect to follow them with the means of grace which Christ 
our Lord and Master has put into our hands and command- 
ed us to bear to them. But how much more would it dis- 
honor us to forget that in that immense number of immor- 
tals are found those who have gone from our personal 
companionship , Our parental guidance, our Christian 
brotherhood, our praying circles, and our loved sanctu- 
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aries ; to dwell beyond the influence of Christian institu: 
tions, to mingle with the irreligious, to be endangered by 
subtile infidelity, possibly to be captivated by a religion 
of mere form, based upon tradition and sustained by 
falsehood, and at last to die and lose their souls. We do 
not assert that moral and religious evils exist in that 
quarter which are unknown to ourselves ; too often they are. 
transplanted from old and impure moral fields at the east, | 
to the more fresh and fertile soil of the west, where they - 
vegetate with ranker growth ; but we insist that they ex- 
ist there in far greater proportion to the counteracting 
influences of true religion and pure morality, than in the 
Kastern States ; while the force of existing religious ex- 

ample, as a restraint upon sin, or a corrective of bewilder- 
ing desire for rapid accumulation of wealth, if operative 
at all, is often reduced to the smallest degree. Such are 
the frontier points towards which tends emigration in our 
country. To these proceed our countrymen and friends, 
and loved ones; and amidst such influences they plant 
themselves, and build their habitations, and create their 
cities with a rapidity which astonishes the world. Here, 
then, in a special sense, should the Gospel be sent—not 
tardily, after the foundations of society are laid in irrelig- 
ion and error, but simultaneously with the very beginnings 
_ of social concentration ; so that its hallowed influence may 
be felt and seen in the adjustment of the corner-stone of 
the foundation, and in the form and progress of the super- 
structure, to its completion. If it be the policy of the 
enemies of God to be first in such a work, shall it not be 
counteracted by the same policy in the Church of Christ? 
Is it consistent for the children of light, who labor for — 


charge of having less wisdom in such things than the chil- 
dren of the world? The early introduction of Christian 
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institutions into the settlements of the West, by able, 
earnest ministers, sustained promptly and efficiently from. 
a responsible source, well informed of all the interests of 
the general field, and enjoying the blessing of God, is the 
only reliable means of moulding those settlements into 
proper moral form, or of shaping their social character into 
a semblance of those which good men everywhere admire. 
SOLEMN AND FRIENDLY ADVICE. 


It is in this connection that we often remember the ex- 
- hortation of a distinguished and far-seeing English minis- 
ter, when warning his American brethren of a prominent. 
danger of their country. ‘‘The object of your zeal must be 
your own country—to supply her rapidly increasing pop- 
ulation with able, faithful ministers. . . . You must 
cultivate the waste places of your homestead. Think what 
your country is and especially what she must be—not only | 
for the magnitude of her territory, and the multitude of her 
people, the vastness of her wealth, and the greatness of 
her power, but for the importance of her example. On 
_ your land hang, in a great measure, the future interests 
of the globe. Hence the unspeakable importance of your 
Churches concentrating, in a great measure, their religious 
efforts upon your country. If it were necessary, in order 
to supply your own people with pastors, one half of your 
male members should become ministers, while it should 
be the chief business of the other half to support them. 
These are my deliberate views of the duties of the Chris- 
tians of America.” The correctness of these views of John 
Angell James, is seen in the developments of the score of 
years since they were uttered, and is often illustrated in 
the details of our Society’s history. Most earnestly do we 
ask of our friends a more particular study of those details 
in the light of the Society’s own publications, a more 
prominent place in the exercises of the sanctuary and 
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the monthly concert of prayer, and a deeper interest in 
the sympathies of ministers and people. f 
| WAY TO FOLLOW IT. 

We might here specify numerous points which should 
be immediately added to our list of missionary stations, 
and the amount of means indispensable for their efficient 
cultivation ; but this cannot be specially necessary among 
our brethren, and might, at least in some instances, be 
- unadvisable elsewhere. We unhesitatingly say, however, 
that the westward advance of civilization in our field, the 
claims of the needy for the Gospel at important points, 
and the actual necessities of many well qualified and de- 
sirable ministers, who earnestly ask the Society’s aid to 
occupy those points, cannot be suitably provided for with 
-asmaller amount than double that received during the 
year now closed. We add that, with reasonable assur- 
ance given at an early period that such an amount will 
be placed at the disposal of the Board within the present 
year, those points will be occupied with good mission- © 
aries, and in a course of profitable cultivation. We re- 
spectfully and affectionately submit to the Society whether 
the claims of the thousands of benighted infidel and Ro- 
man Catholic foreigners cast among us by Divine Prov- 
idence, the larger number of our own unconverted kin- 
dred, the yet more numerous thousands of our impenitent — 
countrymen, to whom it is expected that we shall send the 
Gospel of the grace of God, shall be promptly met, and 
whether an energetic, adequate co-operation of each and 
every member and friend shall be offered to justify the 
Board in an immediate attempt to meet those claims. _

2. Because it holds and will hold such relations to the world. It is peopled by 
all the historical nations, and hence we have an access to them such as no treaties 
or alliances can give us. We can reach them with the Gospel through the broad 
avenues of the heart. The language which we speak is to be the language of the 
world. The immigrating propensity of the Anglo-Saxon race. 
3. The questions of the utmost importance to the race which are to be solved 
on these shores—questions relating to man’s happiness and condition.

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ADDRESS OF JOHN P. CROZER, ESQ, 


PRESIDENT OF THE SOCIETY, DELIVERED AT THE ANNIVERSARY IN NEW YORK, MAY 13, 1859, 


BreTuren or THE Home Misston:—In meeting together this morning, my 
mind recurs to our last Anniversary in Philadelphia. It is one of pleasant and 
profitable recollection; no note of discord was touched, no unkind expression in 
debate escaped the lips of any speaker; harmony and love, and an earnest desire 
to promote the interests of the Society—I may say, the interests of Christ’s king- 
dom—was strikingly manifest throughout. If the same spirit pervades our present 
anniversary, my duties as presiding officer will be easy and pleasant, and the great 
objects of the Home Mission Society strengthened and advanced. 

It is, brethren, a cause of much satisfaction to us all; but especially so to your 
Board and Executive officers, that no desire, as far as I know, at least, is anywhere 
expressed to restrict or interfere with the Home Mission operations. In this age 
of advancement, modification, and changes, I think no better evidence than this is 
needed, to prove that our Bockety has “ sympathy and confidence of the Baptist 
denomination. 


The Home Mission Recorp presents cheering accounts, from month to month, 


_ from the occupants of the Mission stations, widely scattered through the Western 


States and Territories. I was gratified, when in the Home Mission rooms some 
months ago, in tracing upon the map, as pointed out to me by your excellent 
‘Secretary, the several stations where your missionaries labor; but though these 
‘stations are numerous, they are few, indeed, compared with the vast field upon 
which we should operate. Brethren, the work of missions, whether in the foreign 
or ‘the home field, is a glorious work. It is well worthy our prayerful, untiring _ 


effort. 


Jt was a grand conception in the mind of Carey and his associates, which gave 
birth to the Asiatic Missions; but the work of Jonathan Going and the active 
friends associated with him, may bear a respectable comparison in its results. The 
former.claims the veneration and respect due to age. The other is of comparatively 
recent date. Foreign missions were from the first attended with a glow of enthv- 
siasm—a sacred halo, which enveloped the work in charm—Home Mission labor 
was esteemed more as a plodding work. It had all the self-denial of the foreign 
field, without its dignity in the Christian world. These relations are now being 
modified ; recent events have, in a measure, divested the foreign field of its charm, 


while the Home ‘field is each succeeding year assuming a position of higher im- 


portance. 
"We may well rejoice in every effort to reclaim and evangelize a sin-ruined world— 


every aim to carry the Gospel and its holy influences into the remotest corners of 


the earth, to plant the standard of the Cross in the heathen wastes of Asia, the 
midnight darkness of Africa, and in the large Islands of the Oceans. I would not

desire to detract from foreign missions. The work—the cause should kindle 
emotions of sympathy and love in every Christian heart; but, in my view, the 
Home Mission has preéminent claims. It is true, God has made of one blood all 
nations of the earth, and the souls of all these are alike precious in His sight, but 
the sympathies of our nature are first and strongest towards those who are around 


us. It begins with the family tie, and extending wider, reaches from the family 


connections and relations, to neighbors, associates, towns, districts, and country. 
The residents of our own loved country are our brethren; bound together with 

us by the ties of country, and of social life. We have felt the power and influence 

of Christianity, infused as it now is in the laws and government under which we 


live, and it is our high interest and aim to secure this infusion in all after time. — 


This we owe to the country as Christian men and patriots, and this can only be 
effectually done by diffusing far and wide the precepts of Christianity. The love of 
country, and the love of Jesus, here combine in their promptings to vigorous, 
untiring action for the conversion of men in our own land. 

We would still recognize the truth that the increase belongs to G od—vain are 

the best directed efforts of men unaccompanied by the Holy Spirit, yet we may 
expect results with almost the same certainty as effects follow causes. We may 
_ rest in faith that God will continue to smile upon, and bless our labors. 
The American Baptist Home Mission Society had its origin in love : members 
of our Eastern Churches, floating on the wave of emigration, were scattered 
through the West in sparsely settled districts where a preached word was seldom 
heard; here your missionaries found them, and here, a nucleus happily existed, 
_ around which, through the labors of these missionaries, Churches were soon formed, 
many of which now hold an important and commanding influence. 

Brethren, it would be profitable, could I, on the broad maps of Ohio, of tidbane: 
of Illinois, of Michigan, and of Wisconsin; and then across the Mississippi, of 
the new States and Territories, mark the malate where your former and your 
present labors have been attended with marked and encouraging results. Could 
I trace in one view to the eye, or present at one glance to the mind the results— 
the fruits of your life as a Society—the twenty-seven years of your existence, I am 
sure it would cause a’ thrill of emotion, a holy glow of gratitude to God, that you 
were His instruments for so glorious a work. 

Well, brethren, our Society has yet scarcely passed its childhood. It is just 
merging into manhood and muscular strength. It stands up before you to-day in 
the comely proportions of youth, health, and vigor ; I love to glance at its capa- 
bilities for good. A Society formed of Baptist members who have felt the power 
of Divine loye in their own souls, yearning, as we trust, with desires for a wide 
extension of this holy influence. A vast field opening up before it, extending to the 
shores of the Pacific Ocean. A foreign population mingling from year to year, 
with immigrants from the old States, are forming settlements in this wide field, far, 
very far beyond the power of this Society, aided by kindred societies of other 
evangelical denominations, to supply with the preached Word. Let us, brethren, 
to the utmost extent of our ability, occupy these distant stations. Let us make 
strenuous effort to be, under God, the instruments of planting Churches, and 
securing an evangelical influence in these remote settlements. God has hitherto 
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crowned our labors with success; He will continue to smile upon them. Let us 
aim to acquit ourselves well as good stewards. 

Brethren, I know of no gauge by which to measure the results of our Home 
Mission effort. The full extent and scope of its usefulness cannot be estimated by 
any process to which I have access. The seeds of Divine truth have been widely 
scattered, but, I trust, a far wider diffusion of these truths shall yet be made 
through our instrumentality ; a rich harvest, a glorious ingathering of souls is 
already manifest, but the magnitude of the work ; the mighty results, under God: 
which may be in store for the Society, can only appear in all their fullness at the 
great day when the secrets of all hearts shall be revealed. 


OPINION OF THE SOCIETY AMONG THE GREEN MOUNTAINS: 


The American Baptist Home Mission Society is at the present time second to 
no one of our benevolent organizations i in the confidence and affection of the peo- 
ple. While this fact may be owing to the misfortunes which have befallen others, 
under the administration of imperfect policy, rather than to the paramount im- 
portance of its object, yet it would be difficult to conceive of higher and juster 
views of benevolent obligation, than those embraced in the aims of this Society. 

It is both necessary and right, morally and scripturally, that whatever be our 
obligation to those more remote, those around us in our own field of labor should 
not be neglected ; and general observation proves, that if there is negligence at 
home, it will also extend abroad. It is a law of grace as well as of Providence, 
that no oné can look hopefully for food where famine pinches. So we are obli- 


ligated to cultivate our home interests, in order to produce bread for the starving | 


abroad. 


This high purpose ‘thas been most nobly and wonderfully accomplished by this 
Society in its practical operations, both in the past and present, for which it com- 
mends itself most earnestly to the continued confidence and support, and to the 
prayers of the Churches, and of all who desire the spread of “ the glorious Gospel of 
the blessed God.” We can contemplate with sadness but certainty, what would 
have been the chaotic state of religion, in our numerous Western States and 
Territories, but for {this special agency for planting the Cross over this vast and 
populous extent of country. 


Twenty-six years ago last April this Society was organized. Just at the time 


when the tide of emigration was beginning to pour such a flood of souls into the 


land of the prairies, and there are hundreds of Churches and tens of thousands of 
souls scattered over this vast paradise, now calling it blessed, as the agency by 
which the Gospel was preached to the pioneer. God has owned and eminently 
blessed it, in its noble work of planting Churches and preaching the Gospel to the 
destitute. It has steadily and perseveringly kept pace with the progress of civil- 
ization and the spirit of enterprise in the West, and labored to hold up in compari- 
son with earthly treasures the better wealthof heaven. * * * * * 
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RELIGIOUS DESTITUTION IN IOWA. 


The following extracts from the Seventeenth Annual Report of the Iowa Bap- 
tist Convention will be read with deep interest : 

“There is no section of the State but that is suffering for more laborers in the 
Lord’s harvest... One impressed with the destitution of his own locality, imagining 
that it is greater than any other, need only go into another region, and he finds 


there also, as at home, the same imperative necessity for messengers of Christ. Our _ 


population, and all the elements of social and political power are increasing with 
amazing rapidity. Excepting a few larger towns on the river, and isolated points 
here and there at wide intervals, the State may be said to be a great moral waste, 


whose perishing thousands are going unministered unto by the Gospel of Salvation, 


to the doom of the lost. We do not exaggerate, nor speak for effect, when we say 
that the State of Iowa is Missionary ground that, viewed either in its destitution 
or its promise, has few equals. Dividing the State into four sections, two east and 
two west of the Des Moines River, and these divided by a line drawn through the 
centre of the State east and west, we find a population in the southeastern sec- 
tion of no less than 270,000, with 41 ministers, or 1 to 6,585 persons; in the 
northeastern section the population is estimated at 255,000, with 25 ministers, or 
1 to 10,200 persons ; in the northwestern section there is an estimated population 
of 30,000, with two ministers, or one minister to 15,000 persons; in the south- 
western section there is a population of about 190,000 and 25 ministers, or one min- 
ister to 7,600 persons. There is a great difficulty in meeting the wants of these 
thousands. They are scattered over wide distances, and can be collected only in 
small companies in cabins, and groves, and school-houses. * * oy ee 

“Tf the ‘ sober realities’ of our destitution could be realized abroad, and brethren 
enter these wide wastes as the Missionary goes to a heathen shore, deeply impressed 
with the truth that he is nearly alone, of all these*thousands who love the Master, 
and, expecting nothing, be prepared for all things, we should have a stronger hope 
of the destitution around being supplied by immigration from abroad. Shall, how- 
ever, these wastes be left to be possessed by infidelity ? 3 _ how can we a

“The American Baptist Home Mission Society has sali more Missionaries 
in Iowa the last year than in any other State; and we are informed of their desire 
to extend their benefactions yet more generously; at the same time we are assured 
that instead of increase, the probabilities are that their means will be more limited 
than the year previous, and that they will be constrained to curtail their expendi- 
tures.” |
